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Living History 
Fairhaven to Observe Fort Phoenix 
Anniversary 

Two-hundred and twenty-five years ago, during 
the Revolutionary War, the British attacked the villages on 
the Acushnet River with about 4,000 troops landed from 
36 transport ships. During the raid houses, ships and 
business places in New Bedford, Acushnet and Fairhaven 
were ransacked and burned. The fort at Nolscot Point in 
Fairhaven, now called Fort Phoenix, was destroyed by 
British troops. It took years for the local waterfront 
industries to recover from the raid of September 5 and 6, 
1778. 

On Saturday and Sunday, September 6 and 7, 
2003, members of the Fairhaven Village Militia will 
remember the British attack during a weekend encamp- 
ment at Fort Phoenix. Men, women and children dressed 
in period clothing will reenact life in 1778 and talk about 
the history of the fort. They will also be demonstrating 
campfire cooking, loading and firing muskets, knife and 
tomahawk throwing, children's games and more. 

The highlight of the weekend will be the firing of 
the fort's five cannons, scheduled for dusk, about 7:30 pm, 
on Saturday. It is the first time in recent years that the 
cannons will be fired after dark.

The Fairhaven Village Militia, which is sponsor- 
ing the event along with the Fairhaven Office of Tourism, 
is made up of about a dozen members who are on duty at 
Fort Phoenix during the summer to pass along its unique 
history. Member Charles Cromwell, who commands the 
group, and Wayne Oliveira were originally members of 
the Fourth Old Dartmouth Militia group that was started 
by the late Donald R. Bernard before the nation's Bicen- 
tennial in 1976. Other members have served as volunteer 
guides at the fort for the Office of Tourism. The group's 
treasurer, Ellsworth Sylvaria Jr., is a descendant of 
Bartholomew West, whose home was burned by the 
British in 1778. Members range in age from three years to 
seventy-something . 

"This is not a battle reenactment such as the ones 
done twenty-five years ago," said Tourism Director 
Christopher Richard. "It is a living history weekend 
staged by a small group of people who didn't want the 
225th anniversary of the British attack to pass by unno- 
ticed. There may be a couple of British reenactors stop- 
ping by — anyone who reenacts the colonial period is 
invited to dress up and visit — but there will be no 
skirmishes." 

Both the cannon firing and the overnight encamp- 
ment will be cancelled in the event of rain. Weather

If you are buying a 
to-be-built condominium, 
the right to assign your 
purchase contract is 
insurance worth fighting 
for. Assignment means the 
right to transfer to another 
party the right to buy the 
property This means that 
someone else can fulfill 
your contract at the price 
and terms you agreed to.

Le Divorce. Starring Kate Hudson and Naomi 
'^■f Watts. Directed by James Ivory. Running time: 
117 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

"They have no savoir-vivre," says a French woman 
about the two American heroines of Le Divorce — ironic, 
given that we've watched a fair amount of bad manners 
from French men. I think what the woman means is that 
American women who get involved with French guys 
have no idea what they're getting into — even if they think 
they do — and when the inevitable happens, they react like 
... well, Americans. At the start of Le Divorce, Isabel (Kate 
Hudson) arrives in Paris to visit her older sister Roxy 
(Naomi Watts), a poet who's married to French artist 
Charles-Henri (Melvil Poupaud) and expecting their sec- 
ond child. Isabel hardly has time to say hi to Charles-Henri 
before he's out the door, zooming off in the very taxi she 
arrived in. He's leaving Roxy for some (married) Russian 
woman. Roxy covers for him ("He's going to the country"), 
but can't keep it from Isabel for long. 

Le Divorce, advertised as a comedy, is more of a semi- 
serious study of two sisters and two families. Kate Hudson, 
in probably the best role she's had in a while, provides the 
bubbles in this champagne; Naomi Watts, tense and thick- 
ening with child, grounds the movie in heartache. When 
Isabel takes up with a married politician (Thierry Lhermitte) 
who's also a member of Charles-Henri's clan, it's as if she's 
acting out revenge on her sister's behalf; she goes into the 
affair almost ironically, enacting the cliched tryst with a 
married Frenchman, but she's not prepared for tfie feelings 
she develops towards him. She's also not prepared for 
Matthew Modine, who stomps into the picture on a wave 
of jealousy as the husband of the Russian woman Charles- 
Henri is seeing. The French women observe all this and 
sigh and shrug. Americans — they know nothing of love. 
C'est la vie. 




Director James Ivory frames the story (from a Diane 
Johnson novel) as a mixture of fluff and inquiry. We 
probably spend too much time on a subplot involving a La 
Tour painting, though it allows for welcome, relaxed comic 
relief from Sam Waterston and Stockard Channing as the 
sisters' parents, as well as the underused Bebe Neuwirth as 
a museum buyer with her eye on the art (her auction 
competitor is Stephen Fry — nice to see him, too). Isabel 
takes a position assisting an American writer, who turns 
out to be Glenn Close looking elegant in long gray hair and, 
in one scene, blue-tinted little spectacles. Close's character 
takes one look at the pricey red Kelly purse Isabel is 
sporting and knows who gave it to her; she got one too, 
some years back. 

Tlie movie is least successful when it tips from semi- 
serious to too-serious. A suicide attempt is jarring and 
makes us look askance at the character afterward, and it's 
too easily recovered from and forgotten. A climactic bit in 
which the furious Modine stalks Isabel all the way up the 
Eiffel Tower feels like an outtake from a tepid Hitchcock 
homage. But, this being a Paris-set movie, there's always 
something to look at, and Hudson and Watts, though 
perhaps cast a bit too on-the-nose (Kate gets to be frisky 
and cute, Naomi does her torment-held-barely-in-check 
thing as becomingly as usual), add some flavor and texture 
to the soap opera . They may lack savoir-vivre, but they bring 
some American /ezix d' artifice to the party.

• The Prince of Providence: The True Story of Buddy Cianci, 
America's Most Notorious Mayor, Some Wiseguys, and 
the Feds by Mike Stanton, Random House, 442 pages, 
$25.95. 

There's always been a sharply divided love-him-or- 
hate-him dichotomy to former Providence, RI Mayor 
Vincent "Buddy'' Cianci — that affable and quintessential 
politician with the sneaky gleam in his eye. But unlike most 
politicians who engender such praise or disdain from sepa- 
rate supporters and opponents, Cianci had an uncanny 
knack for bringing out these divergent feelings from the 
same people on a daily basis. 

It's therefore not surprising that when Buddy was sen- 
tenced to serve five years and four months in prison on 
September 5, 2002 for his involvement in the so-called "Op- 
eration Plunder Dome" scandal, the judge compared him 
to Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde. "There appear to be two very 
different Buddy Ciancis," the judge said. "The first Buddy 
Cianci is a skilled, charismatic political figure, one of the 
most talented Rhode Island has ever seen ... Then there's 
the Buddy Cianci who was mayor of an administration 
that was corrupt at all levels." 

Nearly a year to the date after the judge spoke those 
fateful words, Pulitzer Prize-winning journalist Mike 
Stanton published his own real-life Jekyll and Hyde tale 
chronicling the roller coaster rise-and-f all-and-rise-and-f all 
of Vincent "Buddy" Cianci. The dense book is a fascinat- 
ing and informative read that often seems to drift between 
fact and fiction — not in terms of its subject matter, but its 
stylish way of recounting Buddy's sometimes hard-to-be- 
lie ve antics. Indeed, truth is stranger than fiction, and 
Stanton's The Prince of Providence is like experiencing an 
episode of The Sopranos come to life. 

An investigative reporter with The Providence Journal, 
Stanton avoids the pitfall of turning the book into a long 
newspaper article and instead peppers it with countless 
colorful anecdotes — of which Buddy's life seems to offer 
an endless supply. On the road to his first surprise may- 
oral victory in the early 1970s, Cianci is depicted as a tena- 
cious and strong-willed politician, willing to go the dis- 
tance to succeed. But as the old saying goes, "absolute 
power corrupts absolutely," and it didn't take long for 
Cianci to learn that smiles and handshakes didn't always 
get the results he wanted. 

Lesser infractions such as bribes and threats soon es- 
calated into assaults and, in some cases, death. In one of 
the more bizarre incidents during Cianci's first term. Po- 
lice Chief Robert Ricci shot himself and some suggested it 
was due to Cianci's relentless pressure on him to recom- 
mend unqualified officers to the police academy. 




By 1984 such 
tactics came to a 
head when 22 of 
Cianci's political 
insiders were 
convicted of cor- 
ruption and the 
mayor resigned 
after pleading 
guilty to felony 
assault for tor- 
turing a man he 
suspected of 
sleeping with his 
estranged wife. 
But like a Phoe- 
nix rising from 
the ashes, Cianci 
staged a remark- 
able comeback in 
1990 by not only 
getting re-elected as Providence's mayor but resurrecting 
what was then perceived as a dying city into a trendy arts 
and tourism Mecca. Indeed, even Cianci's detractors were 
hard-pressed to deny the mayor's success in revitalizing 
and bringing national attention to the City of Providence. 

Even when "Operation Plunder Dome," spearheaded 
by FBI Agent Dennis Aiken, succeeded in convicting Buddy 
on corruption charges in 2001, the people of Providence 
still harbored mixed feelings about their fallen mayor. To 
some, he was justly convicted. To others, he was a veri- 
table Renaissance man and Providence's greatest cheer- 
leader, despite his obvious shortcomings. 

Stanton does an admirable job in remaining as objec- 
tive as possible in presenting both viewpoints throughout 
(although he does tip his hand a bit in the closing "Author's 
Note" during a final encounter with Buddy before begin- 
ning his jail term), and he has essentially captured the tragic 
pathos of a man capable of greatness who stubbornly re- 
fused to compromise. Like Shakespeare's Richard III, Cianci 
remains an enigmatic and likeable rogue who inspires 
equal parts admiration and admonition. 

"Love him or hate him — and with Buddy Cianci there 
is no middle ground — most would agree that Providence 
won't be the same without him," Stanton writes near the 
book's end. After reading The Prince of Providence, I wholly 
concur.
